their blows are aimed with mortal effect. The ad¬ 
dress proceeds to repea t the thrice-slain fallacies of the 
retardation of emancipation, and the deterioration of 
the condition of the slaves and free people of color; 
and again, in the same lying spirit, it warns their 
friends and brethren everywhere to pause and re¬ 
flect, before “ entering into associations founded upon 
principles, or .governed by motives, inconsistent with 
the mild, forbearing, and peaceable spirit of the gos¬ 
pel”! “We mav rest assured,” it goes on, “that 
all attempts to.effect the liberation of the slaves, by 
coercive measures, will be met, as they already have 
been, by a Counteracting force, and if persisted in, 
will finally lead to violence—perhaps, to bloodshed”! 

* * * Such is a brief abstract of this address, than 
which a more cowardly, time-serving, and slavish 
document never proceeded from pro-slavery priest or 
presbytery. It can only be redeemed from the con¬ 
demnation of fatuity, in which the absurdity of its 
positions and the weakness of its logic would plunge 
it, by the hold falsehood of its direct charges, and 
the covert malice of its insinuated slanders.
